parents. Fortunately for the advance of

cils of the nation and the arena of, pub- 
lic opinion } and the moral and intellec- 
tual training of the people has become s 
part of the national*policy of the British 
an most other enlightened governments, 
_ great difficulty in the way ofa har- 
ious and successful national system 

is the claims and matual jealousies of ec- 
clesiastical teachers. Without depreci- 
ating the inestimable benefits of Chris- 
tianity, or the onwearied and self-denying 
labors of many of_its ministers, we must 
see from experience that it will not do to 
Jeave the question in the hands of the 
churches, Wherever this has been done, 
as in the case of the Catholic Chorch in 
Italy, Spain, and other couutries; end the 
Church of Hoglaud in England, the great 
body of the |people has remained unedu- 
cated. Now, that the secular powers 
have begun to show a determination to 
carey on the work, the ecclesiasties are 
endeavoring to obtain the control of it. 
The Catholic Charch has always, and the 
Anglican @horch for the most part, 
claimed the exclusive right to educate its 
children and to tempor secular with relig- 
ious knowledge ; aud a similar claim bas 
been advaticed, though less persistently, 
by other religious bodies. There are 
probably few who object to religious in- 
structions, Or. doubt its value; bat all 
have not the samecreed; and it would 
be obviously absurd, as well as uojast, 
to compel a child to learn at school doc- 
trines which its parents would teach it at 
home to regard as false. On the other 
hand it is quite impracticable in most 
places to establish a separate school 
for each | | denomination. Ont of 
this difficulty bas arisen the com- 
mon school system in its various 
modifications, 1n some places religious 
instruction is entirely excluded ; in 
others it is of a neutral character ; and 
in others, again, it is denominational, 
but with a conscience clause to relieve 
those children from it whose parents 
object. as. Forster, the Vice-President 
of the Council on Kducation, introduced 
some months ago into the Imperial Par- 
liament a prehensive educational 
scheme for England and Wales: Ad- 
mitting the great valae of the existing 
most of which are in connection 

with the Church of Eugland, he proposes, 
where they appear adequate to <he re- 
qniremonts of the district, not to inter- 
fere, except to insure, by inspection, a 
proper standard of secular education, and 
to insist upon|a conscience clause for the 
benefit of dissenters, as the condition on 
which State aid may be granted. Where 
.the school accommodation is found to be 
defeciiva, he) p to give a year’s 
notice, so that voluntary effort may have 
the first chance. If tbat fails, school 
boards are to |be called into existence, 
and to erect schools, to be paid for out of 
the local rates, aided by the Parliamen- 
tary grant. Asa rule, school-fees are 
to be jcontinoed, except where a clear 
necessity exists for their abolition. The 
local boards are to have power to enforce 
the attendauce of children when neces- 
sary ; aud if any of these boards fail to 
do their duty, the Government may slip 
in and do it for them or order the elec— 
tion of a new board. On the whole, the 
measure has been received with favor by 
all parties as a fair compromise suited to 
the peealiar citcamstances of the country. 
Io a party assembly like the British 
Parliament, comprising in the aggregate 
the finest gathering of intellectual power 
in the world, it is not likely that such 
measure should escape severe criticism, 
sod even some middification ; but the 
Government is strong enough to pass it 
without material alteration. Experience 
bas shown that non-sectarian schools, 
supported entirely by Government, are 
best suited to our wants. Meanwhile, 
we shall do well to study the systema of 
other countries, and learn from them 
such lessons of encouragement or waruiag 
as wecan. For Mr. Forster well re— 
marks,—“‘Upoa the speedy provision of 
education depends our national power... 
Though knowledge is not virtue, want of 
education is @ weakness ; and in the 
hard stroggling of the world, weakness 
enerally meaus misfortune, and often 

jeads to vice,” .-

Gexttemex:—I have just received your 
‘Requisition requesting me to accept the nom- 
ination as your Representative in the Legis- 
lative Council. In reply I beg to say that, I 
had much rather you had selected a more 
capable man. Bat I feel that it is not for me, 
but for you to determine who shall, or who 
shall not be your Representative, I therefore 
accept with pleasure and alacrity, a duty 
which every good citizen ought to be pre- 
pared to fulfil, nor will I attempt to disguise 
from you that when candidly reviewing the 
contemptible tyranny of last session, this 
assurance of your confidence is to me especi- 
ally gratifying encouraged by your approba- 
tion, Isball again with undiminished hope and 
energy take my stand on the side of right and 
reason, against the insolence of office and 
narrow-minded bigotry. It will I hope teach 
those who have’so fearfully mis-goverued this 
Colony, this lesson, that although as an 
executive body, they are stronger than a 
single individual, yet they are weaker than 
the whole people. You will not improbably 
fancy that it is unnecessary for one whose 
political opinions are so well known to you, 
to say what action one intends to take with 
regard to the various political issues of. the 
day, but it is customary on such occasions to 
do so and I do not think that it would be 
safe or wise to depart from so excellent a 
custom to please any one. I shall therefore in 
as few words as possible state what measures 
I intend to favor or oppose. 

I am in favor of Responsible Government, 
that is, that the people shall have the practi- 
cal and not the theoretical freedom to con- 
trol their own local affairs. I am in favor of 
Confederation, if it can be shown that it will 
give us substantial and not imaginary 
benefits. I am ‘not in favor of giving the 
offcials a pension, not aducat. I will advo- 
cate the disestablishment of the office of 
Stipendiary Magistrates in Agricultural Dis- 
tricts. Iam in favor of appointing gentle- 
men skilled in the law to preside and execute 
the office of County Court Judges. I am in 
favor of reducing the Governor's Salary to at 
least $10,000 per annum inclusive, and the 
salaries of all of the heads of departments 
proportionally, I will favor a thorough 
scruting into the several offices of the Gov- 
ernment particularly into that of the Lands 
and Works Department of which you express 
so much well unded dissatisfaction. | 
will insist that four made from wheat raised 
in the Colony be exempt from Road Toles. 
I shall endeavour to ascertain why the sum of 

1,500 placed on the. estimates for. the year 
1870 to be expended on the Lytton-Lillooet 
trail bas not been expended on that trail.

Panis, August 9.—There is an immense up- 
rising of the people of France to repel the 
Prussian invasion. It is said, officially, that 
two million of men are ready to march, and 
that the reserve corps will number one mil. 
lion. The people are clamorous for organiza- 
tion and leaders. There has been amending 
of the Ministry. Changarnier lett his resi- 
dence this morning to seek a command at 
headquarters. Thousands of Feople accom- 
panied him to the railway. The morning 
papers say, nothing is certain concerning 
the course of Austria. Prussia is kept quiet 
with promises just now. The journals an- 
nounce that Italy will send 100,000 troops to 
assist France, 

Loxpox, August 9.—The following official 
Saneeete is dated at Hombourg, in Palatinate, 

740 a. m.: 

Yesterday, after a battle, the enemy re- 
treated in the greatest disorder, and the 
French artillery attempted to make a stand 
wt Mekesbourn. That town was taken by the 
Bavarians. The enemy resisted in en route to 
Bitche. The cavalry of Wirtemburg captur- 
ed the enemy’s stores and four pieces of ar- 
tillery at Reichshoffen. The dead and 
wounded coveréd the route of the retreeting 
army. This morning we have occupied 
Hagenau, which was held bytheenemy- The 
German troops occupied both banks of the 
Saar, having occupied Saar-Gueman and 
Forbach alter @ slight resistance by the 
French. 

Panis, August 9.—Pailly is in communica- 
tion with McMahon. In the battle of 
Fraschweilier 14,000 of the eaemy attacked 
33,000 men under McMahon. 

Lonpox, August 9.—The Times asserts that 
the French disasters are owing to the Em- 
peror’s obstancy in refusing sound military 
advice, and to his illness. : 

The Times says, parties in France will 
make the Emperor pay the penalty of his ill 
success. The Emperor's name is already ig- 
nored in acts by which the Regency seeks to 
rally the people.

Marshall Le Boeuf, and all military 
leaders comprising the Imperial Staff, are 
utterly lost confidence in by the army, and a 
change in command was an absolute necessi- 
ty to prevent mutiny. Buffet and other mem- 
bers of the Left and Right Centre, signed a 
requisition for the dissolution of the M nistry 
aod the formation of a new Cabinet with 
Gen. Troches at its head. 

Loxpos, August 10,—The Prussians are or- 
ganizing volunteers for thefr naval forces. 
The French continue concentrating ow the 
roads to-Paris ; all that region is ina state of 
seige. It is said that after the battle of the 
sixth the French abandoned their works. 
Ineffectual efforts were made to check the 
Prussians. Luderbroon was taken by the 
Bavarians. The French continue to retreat 
towards Bitche. The Wirtemburg cavalry 
picked up scores of prisoners. The line of 
retreat is covered with dead and wounded. 

Specials from Paris—mid-night--says of 
the scenes at the Corps Legislatif ‘Hall, yes- 
terday, that the Deputy demanded the depo- 
sition of the Emperor. Outside wild crowds 
assembled and refusedtodisperse. Bodies of 
cavalry and lancers were stationed in all the 
surrounding streets and court-yards. Peo. 

le thronged around the Hall of the Corps 
Legislatit The Police repeatedly charged on 
the mob, but the latter re-formed after the 
charge. Bodies of the National Guard threw 
down their arms and fraternized with the 
populace; other detachments remained pas- 
sive in the barracks. The correspondent re- 
ports that as he was going to post his dispatch 
he heard the sound of drums and bugles 
everywhere. Inside the hall the scene was 
feartul. 

Belgiam’s neutrality treaty was signed 
here last night by Granville and Benstoff. 
Lavalette awaits authority to sign for France. 

New York, August 10,—It is rumored that 
Prince Frederick Charles has cut through 
the French lines between Nancy and Metz. 

Loxpox, August 10.—Gen. Dumont will 
take command of the 77th regiment of the 
line, engaged at Saarbrucken. 

Paris, August 10.—The Journal Official 
says an important action has taken place at 
the front since Saturday. Marshall Bazaine 
made some reconnoissances with cavalry, 
which elicited information of the position of 
the enemy. In one, three squads of hussars 
encountered a detackment of Prussians and 
drove them back, killing one officer and 
wounding another. /
